The first liquor licenses sold by 
the city of Atlanta in 22 years 
were issued yesterday after city 
council had approved licensing 
of 64 retail package store dealers 
and :2 wholesalers. 

Mayor Hartsfield put his signa- 
ture of approval on three whole- 
sale permits following council’s 
session but withheld action on 
others until today. 

First Permits. 

Receiving the first permits to 


handle legal liquor wholesale 
were Jack C. Stein, at 443 White- 
hall street; J. D. Crump Jr., at 
91 Forsyth street, S. W., and 
Stuart P. Murray and William 
Reed, at 485 Stephens street. 

The licenses for Stein, Crump 
and the Murray-Reed firm will 
be officially drawtr this-merring. | 
The three companies sent checks 
to City Clerk Joe Richardson yes- 
terday afternoon to cover the 
cost. 

Only a half a dozen or so retail 
permits were granted by council 
out of the inner fire limits and 
all permits were for business sec- 
tions of the city. 

Ninety additional applications 
for retail stores are still to be 
acted upon by the police commit- 
tee and council. 

As council started the machin- 
ery for legal sales, Mayor Harts- 
field said he believed it will be 
Wednesday, April 27, before the 
retail stores will be ready to start 
business in the city. It was pre- 
dicted last week legal sales would 
begin next Monday. 

Council Warned. 

Reports that liquor dealers “had 
to go to a certain downtown of- 
fice” before they could get li- 
censes in Atlanta were told to 
council yesterday by Alderman 
Roy E. Callaway as he warned 
council not to be “too hasty” in 
granting liquor permits. Explain- 
ing he did not refer in any way 
to members of council, Callaway 
asserted he had heard that “deal- 
ers had to see certain persons in 
this downtown office in order to 
be assured council would pass 
their applications. 

He did not name the persons 
nor the location of the office to 
whom he referred. 

Council ac¢tepted with few 
changes the recommendations on 
licenses made by the investigators 
for the police department. 

Several amendments to the liq- 
uor ordinance were adopted yes- 
terday. Council voted to prorate 
license fees so that retail licenses 
will cost $625 from the date of is-

painting of the Battle of Atlanta. 
They expect to be ready for work 
within a few weeks, during which 
time the Cyclorama will be closed. 

Alderman Roy Callaway intro- 
duced the resolution to authorize 
the mayor to appoint a committee 
to study civic needs with the view 
of obtaining federal funds. 

He said he did so at the insti- 
gation of the publishers of the 
three Atlanta newspapers.. 

“The committee will determine 
just what improvements will be 
most beneficial to citizens and 
will recommend how much fed- 
eral money the city should apply 
for, if any,” Callaway explained. 

“Tt ill behooves Atlantans to 
criticize the federal spending with 
one hand and hold the other out 
for a part of the money,” Coun- 
cilman J. Allen Couch asserted. 

He said if the citizens obtain 
the money and it is necessary for 
the city to raise additional funds 
to match it, “they should not come 
back crying” over the “increased 
taxes. 

Council also voted a half holi- 
day to city employes. on Memorial 
Day, amended the building code 
to allow «.erection, of signs not 
larger than'34 by 60 inches with- 
out fee or permission; and re- 
ferred to the police committee a 
proposal to change the title of J. 
A. McKibben, superintendent of 
detectives, to captain of detectives.

The special housing committee, 
headed by Alderman Robert Car- 
penter, will consider the proposed 
resolution which would authorize 
the mayor to appoint five mem- 
bers as a local housing authority.

REV. C.L. WELLS, 79 
DIES AT SEWANEE 


Rites To Be Held Today for 
Former Rector of Ma- 
con Church. 


SEWANEE, Tenn., April 18.— 
(P)—The Rev. Charles Luke Wells, 
79, dean and professor of the theo- 


logical school at the University of 
the South here, died today after an 
illness of several weeks. 

The Rev. Dr. Wells, born in Bos- 
ton, Mass., June 23, 1858, was a 
graduate of Harvard University 
and also received his doctor of 
philosophy from that institution. 

He was ordained a priest in the 
Episcopal church 
rectorates in Massachusetts; be- 
came dean of Christ Church ca- 
thedral in New Orleans; : served 
from 1888 to 1892: as professor of 
ecclesiastical history at Seabury 
Divinity School in Minnesota; was 
professor of history at the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota from 1894 to 
1899; was acting professor of his- 
tory at Harvard University and 
later at McGill University, Mon- 
treal; served as rector of Christ 
church in Macon, Ga.; and in 1916 
joined the factulty of the Univer- 
sity of the South, of which he had 
been dean since 1922. In 1922, he 
obtained a two-year leave to be- 
come acting professor of theology 
and history at Boone College; Wu- 
chang, China. : 

He was author of several his- 
torical works, including “The Age 
of Charlemange,” and was consid- 
ered an authority on ecclesiastical 
history. 

Funeral services will be held 
here tomorrow, with the Rt. Rev. 
H, J. Mikell, of Atlanta, in charge.

Woman, Illiterate Over 90 Years, 


Reads ToShow WPA Aid’s Results 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., April 18.— 
(P)—A 92-year-old woman, who 
learned to read and write only re- 
cently, proudly read from a pro- 
gram to several hundred visitors 
attending a Works Progress Ad- 
ministration educational confer- 
ence here today. 

The woman was one of 55,000 
persons taught in classes spon- 
sored by the WPA to reduce illit- 
eracy. Her audience was made 
up of several hundred enrollees, 
officials and visitors attending a 
meeting of educators from 22 coun- 
ties in this district. 

Governor Rivers told the assem- 
bly that those interested in the 
work were determined to reduce 
illiteracy in the state to less than 
1 per cent by the time the 1940 
census is taken. 

Miss Gay Shepperson, Works 
Progress administrator, told the 
group “This is but the beginning. 
- .°. Wwe must go beyond read- 
ing and writing to greater things 
for every man, woman and child 
under the illiterate class.” 

L. R. Alderman, of Washington, 
education director of WPA, said 
although the national program 
cost $20,000,000 annually “no one 
knows what great benefits there 
are.’ 


“We do know through statistics, 
however, that we are losing $800,- 
000 annually through illiteracy,” 
he added. “We do know that earn- 


ing power of a literate man is 
doubled when he gets out of the 
class of illiterates. 

“We do know through statistics 
that the cost of disease, mostly 
through ignorance, is $30,000,000,- 
000 yearly. We cannot afford the 
high cost of low education.”

60 years of age, was waiting in 
the United States marshal’s office 
lo- be taken to jail when he re- 
ceived the pardon. ;

State Department Indicates 
to President That It Has 
No Objection. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—(/) 
The State Department has indicat- 
ed clearly to President Roosevelt 
that it has no objection to the sale 
of helium to Germany, persons 
close to the department said. 

Secretary of Interior Ickes, who 
has control of helium, has been 
holding up the sale of the gas to 
the Reich, on the ground that it 
was difficult to draw an iron-clad 
contract guaranteeing against mil- 
itary use of the gas. Ickes’ attitude 
led Germany to ask the United 
States to say exactly whether it 
would sell the helium for use in a 
new trans-Atlantic dirigible built 
in Germany. 

Ickes, it is believed, will now 
draw up a contract which the 
State Department hopes will be 
acceptable to Germany. 

The State Department, it was 
learned, has informed the Presi- 
dent that: ‘ 

1. It sees no possibility for ef- 
fective military use of helium. 
Military experts. say  dirigibles 
would not be a sound weapon in a 
future war. 

2. The State Department has al- 
ready approved the allocation to 
Germany of 17,900,000 cubic feet 
of helium, and has issued aeper- 
mit for the first export of 2,600,- 
000 feet. 

3. Adequate precautions have 
already been taken to prevent the 
accumulation of helium in Ger- 
many in any quantity. The Ger- 
man Zeppelin may pick up on 
each trip only enough helium to 
make up for leakage on the way 
over. 

4. Germany, on receiving assur- 
ances that she could buy helium in 
this country, has made costly 
changes in the new Zeppelin, 
LZ-130, which was originally de- 
signed to fly with hydrogen. 

5. Further delay in selling the 
helium would mean that Germany 
could not start dirigible passenger 
service early this summer.

TED SHAWN ARRIVES 
FOR DANCE DRAMA 


Company Station Wagons 
Come To Appear Tonight 
In ‘O Libertad.’ 


By MOZELLE HORTON YOUNG. 
Ted Shawn and his famous 
company of men dancers, the only 
such company in the occidental 
world, arrived in Atlanta via three 
“station wagons” last night for 
their dance performance at the 
Erlanger theater at 8:45 o’clock 
tonight. 
In Mr. Shawn’s company are 
eight men, each of whom is a so- 
loist as well as a part of the en- 
semble; Jess Meeker, pianist and 
composer, and one understudy. 
They travel in three station wag- 
ons, taking their scenery and cos- 
tumes with them. Last week be- 
ing Holy Week, they had their 
spring vacation, and divided into 
three separate groups, each car 
going to different sections of the 
country, saying that they would 
all arrive in Atlanta Monday 
night. By a coincidence all three 
arrived within 10 minutes of each 
other. 
“O Libertad.” a dance drama 
based on the poem of that name 
by Walt Whitman, will be the 
presentation tonight. The dance 
is created entirely by Mr. Shawn, 
and the music composed by Mr. 
Meeker. 

Interesting indeed was Mr. 
Shawn’s account of how they came 
to write this work. 

“This work is the logical result 
of a number of things in my ca- 
reer,” said Mr, Shawn. “First, and 
foremost, I have always featured 
the American dance in my pro- 
grams. Many times I have com- 
missioned American composers to 


write music for ideas that I have 
had. Working with Mr. Meeker I 
found the ideal way to do the 
thing that I had wanted to do for 
so long. 

53 Sone I have always felt that 
a program made up of several dif- 
ferent dances, with no relation to 
each other, was not sufficient. It 
is like reading a book of short 
stories. No matter how good the 
short stories, they are still not a 
novel. So I conceived the idea of 
doing something that had never 
been done before in the dance, of 
creating a work that would be a 
whole evening’s program, yet the 
unfolding, with plenty of contrast 
and variance, of a single idea, a 
unified subject.” 
“O Libertad” might be called 
a biography of America, giving 
the past, the present, and the fu- 
ture. Act I traces the development 
of the American man from the 
conquest of Mexico to the Gold 
Rush. Act II gives the period from 
1914 through the depression, the 
recovery, and a mobilization for 
peace. Act III gives Mr. Shawn’s 
own conception of the art form 
of the American man of the fu- 
ture.

Liquor Licenses for 64 Retailers 
Given Approval by City Council

wholesale licenses will cost $1,- 
250 for the same period. 

Seventeen retail applications, 
adversed by the police committee 
at its special meeting yesterday 
morning, were referred back to 
the committee yesterday afternoon 
by council after it had adopted an 
amendment defining what isa 
private residence and a common 
school. 

Apartment houses and boarding 
houses were declared not to be 
private residences, and therefore 
retail stores can be located with- 
in 50 yards of them. Business, 
medical, dentistry, law, music and 
such sehools were declared not to 
be common schools and therefore 
the whisky stores can be located 
within 200 yards of them, 

Alderman Robert Carpenter, 


also moved to allow liquor stores 
within 50 yards of private resi- 
dences in the downtown area un- 
less the stores are to be located on 
the same side of the street. Be- 
cause these admendments changed 
the restrictions, the police com- 
mittee will check the adversed 
applications again. 

Mayor Hartsfield said he will 
not sign the rtail permits approv- 
ed by.council until Friday but he 
indicated he will put his signature 
on those which have received the 
favorable recommendation by the 
police investigators. Of the 64 per- 
mits granted yesterday, all but 
half a dozen or so were recom- 
mended by the investigators, Pa- 
trolmen J. H. Smith and Joe Vin- 


ings. 

However, his delay in signing 
retail permits, will enable local 
wholesalers to stock up and sup- 
ply the Atlanta stores as soon as 
they have received state licenses.

AN IMPERATIVE NEED 

Rarely has Atlanta been faced with a need 
so urgent and so vital to the well-being of the 
city as the present requirement for an 
armory for the 122d Infantry, Georgia National 
Guard. | 

This regiment, Atlanta’s own, is today home- 
less since it has been told it must vacate pres- 
ent quarters in the auditorium-armory. Major 
General Van Horn Moseley has stated he will 
recommend abolition of the unit unless an ade- 
quate armory is provided. Should the War 
Department, on General Moseley’s recommen- 
dation, withdraw recognition of the regiment, 
it would mean disbanding, inasmuch as the 
federal government pays all salaries and fur- 
nishes all equipment. 

The value of the 122d Infantry to Atlanta 
cannot be properly estimated. In money alone, 
the pay roll turns loose in local business chan- 
nels a large total every month. 

As a safeguard in time of possible trouble, 
the guard has proven its value time and again. 
No matter in what form emergency or disaster 
has come in the past, the guard has always 
been ready, giving efficient and loyal service. 
There are many incidents in Atlanta history 
in which the presence and efficiency of the 
guard have been, literally, the city’s salvation. 

There is a sentimental reason, too, attached 
to the old armory the troops have now been 
told they must vacate. That armory and au- 
ditorlum was erected largely through the en- 


thusiastic co-operation of the guardsmen at the 


time. They did much to help in raising the 
necessary fund for its building and the entire 
project was launched by the city largely as a 
mark of appreciation for the fine job the guard 
did in quelling an incipient riot. 

Georgia, General Moseley points out, is the 
only state which does not provide armories for 
its guard units. Not a single armory for that 
purpose now exists in this state. Even the 
rented quarters provided in some places are not 
properly maintained by the state, the rent oft- 
times not being paid. 

Atlanta must, promptly, provide a proper 
armory for the 122d. The raising of the neces- 
Sary money can be done. The means is sec- 
ondary in importance to the armory itself. 
. Whether the city, the county, the state or the 
federal government—or all four—contribute the 
money, the armory must be built. 

If it is not, either the 122d will be moved 
to some other city, more appreciative of its 
value, or it will cease to exist altogether. In 
either event, it will no longer benefit Atlanta, 
will no longer be “Atlanta’s own.” 


JAPAN AND THE SOVIET 

It is difficult to determine how much smoke 
and how much fire exists beneath the recent 
bellicose attitude of the Japanese toward the 
Soviet Union. Her forces hurled back and 
Sliced to pieces by Chinese troops in Shantung 
province, Tokyo turned immediately against 
Moscow, accusing the Russians of sending aid 
to the newly aggressive defenders of the ancient 
land. 

Several lines of conjecture appear. It is 
entirely possible the renewal of the chronic 
tension between the two nations is a smoke 
screen to hide the major defeat of Nipponese 
forces in China, both for the Japanese public 
and the foreign world. Again, and highly sig- 
nificant, there are apparently well-founded re- 
ports that crack army units lately assigned to 
the Chinese front have been sent to the Man- 
choukuoan border. This may explain the re- 
verses. Yet the move may merely be to give 
war-weakened units a rest and allow time for 
incorporation of reserve troops. 

Russia has undoubtedly been furnishing 

whatever aid possible to the Chinese govern- 
ment. It may be Nippon’s rulers have decided 
threats may weaken this source of moral and 
physical support. Again the policy may be to 
deal with Russia and China at one blow, yet 
it is difficult to conceive the logic behind a 
move of this type in view of the complete, even 
though temporary, bog-down of the Japanese 
advance through central China. 

On the other hand, the Siberian troops of 
the Stalin government may have something up 
their sleeves. Japanese espionage has at times 
proven very effective.

THE NEW ALIGNMENT 
Great Britain and Itaiy have signed their 


new agreement. - Chamberlain’s policy of ap- - 


peasement has borne its first fruit, but its taste 
will not be known for some time to come. 
Agreements became scraps of paper more than 
20 years ago and have been getting increasingly 


shoddy and war-battered since. The spectacle 


of a British prime minister bowing to ex- 
pediency is nothing new, yet in this instance a 
little more difficult to understand. 
Chamberlain expects the pact to stifle vari- 
ous grounds of contention: the presence of 
Italian troops and equipment in Spain; the 
Ethiopian conquest, with England attempting 
to lead the League of Nations into a complete 
reversal of policy; the incitement of the Arabs; 
the necessity for keeping the Egyptian border 
heavily manned; the Rome-Berlin Axis, and 
the Mediterranean “life line of empire” danger. 
From the Italian standpoint the pact appears 
to be the fruition of a long-felt desire. Musso- 
lini, warlike in his chatter, has sotto-voice hint- 
ed he wahted England to come to him, at which 
time he would be receptive to some mutual 
ear-bending.

Il Duce is faced to the north with a new 
menace at the Brenner Pass, for despite the 


outwardly placid acceptance of the Swastika - 


at his gateway through the Alps, the Italian 
dictator is rushing impregnable fortifications 
along the danger area.

They are 
asking how long it will be before they become 
a part of Greater Germany.

THE GPU IN SOVIET ECONOMY. 
(From The New York Herald-Tribune) 

The appointment of Nikolai I. Yezhov, head of 
the Soviet Commissariat of Internal Affairs (the 
NKVD, formerly the GPU), as head of the Com- 
missariat of Water Transport, marks a further 
step in the process of co-ordination of Soviet 
Russian industry, and also in the spread of the 
power and influence of the secret police, as well 
as that of its chief. ' 

Furthermore, political control is being extend- 
ed in the Soviet industries by the introduction 
of “collegia,” groups which will check on the 
heads of the commissariats, advise them, and re- 


port irregularities to the Council of Peoples Com- . 


missars. To make doubly sure that no one com- 
missar gets too much influence, the “collegia” 
will be appointed by the council as a whole. 

Centralized control in Soviet industry, and 
particularly co-operation between the branches of 
the industry, has been badly needed for some 
time. Factories working on one part of a ma- 
chine would produce far more than were neces- 
sary of a given part, only to find that other parts 
of the machine were lacking, and chaos would 
often result, as well as wastage. 
disorder was the result of wrecking, while some 
of it came from carelessness, stupidity or lack of 
planning. 

Whether the “collegia” and the widened pow- 
ers of the GPU will result in improved industrial 
production or whether the fear of the political 
commissions and the GPU will in the long run 
result in the decline of Soviet production is prob- 
lematical. However, the introduction of these 
controlling groups into the various industries may 
very well produce a better co-operation between 
the different branches of the Soviet economy, and 
aid the Soviet regime to get through the present 
situation in their industry, resulting from recent 
political ‘and economic difficulties.

If the Presi- 
dent believes that the administra- 
tion has been innocent of im- 
moderate speech, then that sug- 
gests that here, as in Germany and 
Italy, violent and provocative ut- 
terances may be used by the gov- 
ernment to create patriotic resent- 
ment against legitimate criticism 
of the government and its person- 
ages. 

Personalizing his appeal just as 
he personalized his implication of 
immoral and unethical conduct 
against individuals who had com- 
plied with the income tax laws, 
Mr. Roosevelt puts every citizen 


against the. national security; any- 


that citizen believes to be immod- 
erate. Every man thus becomes 
his own judge of moderation and 
excess, which is no new thing, to 
be sure, but with a mission now 
to rebuke somehow the expression 
of opinions or representations with 
which he disagrees. |

NEW YORK.—What is-the moral 
of the rape of Austria and Franco’s 
sweeping advance in Spain? The 
first lesson is that ‘events. are 
moving with maximum accelera- 
tion. English policy has assumed 
that the time-table. would be gen- 
erous, that there would be leisure 
for arming, and for decisions. That 
assumption can no longer be main- 
tained. Hitler might have waited, 
and not very long, for Austria to 
drop into his mouth like ripe fruit. 
He has struck swiftly and brutally, 
not for prestige and‘ not because 
he despises European opinion, but 
because he was determined not to 
wait. His programme is marked 
out and the. dates are inscribed 
on thé calendar. 

They are not distant dates. The 
great offensive by Franco syn- 
chronising with the annexation of 
Austria has not the air of a casual 
coincidence. ‘According to the 
Spanish government, Franco has

The second lesson is that cer- 
tain illusions which have _ influ- 
enced policy can no longer be en- 
tertained. It was believed that 
Britain could strike a bargain with 
Germany, and probably detach 
Italy from the axis. If language 
was given to diplomatists to con- 
ceal their thoughts, then Hitler is 
no diplomatist. He has stated his 
intentions with the utmost clear- 
ness, emphasis and publicity. He 
affirms that his right to the gratui- 
tous return of the colonies is in 
law and morals not less solid than 
his right to’annex Austria, and he 
means ‘that and not one jot less. 

He has identified himself with 
the cause of the Sudeten Germans 
in Czechoslovakia’ and he means 
every syllable of his pledge. There 
may have been some slight hesi- 
tation on Mussolini’s part when 
the German march into Austria 
was announced. More probably, 
the bargain was struck long ago. 

In any case, Mussolini is now 
indissolubly united with Hitler. 
The presence of German troops on 
the Brenner guarantees that. The 
blunt truth is that England might 
threaten Italy but could promise 
very little. The Germans can now 
threaten Italy as much as the west- 
ern powers, and they can promise 
much more—the pick of all that

(Editor’s Note—The supreme 
court decision in the Schechter 
case struck all federal labor leg- 
islation a body blow. Many la- 
bor cases were included in the 
411 NRA code cases dismissed 
by the attorney general after the 
decision. Seven labor boards 
eT immediately inopera- 

ve. 

At a conference with legisla- 
tive leaders, the President sug- 
gested the passage of the Wag- 
ner act to set up new labor trib- 
unals. Meanwhile some of the 
national labor boards’ functions 
were continued by the Depart- 

\ ment of Labor and by the skele- 
ton NRA, as described below.) 

In order to remove any doubt 
as to whether the supreme court 
decision affected the jurisdiction 
of the National Labor Relations 
Board, my executive order of June 
15 was issued, re-establishing it 
and fixing its functions and du- 
ties under the senate resolution 
extending a skeleton NRA. 

On August 24, 1935, the board 
set up by the National Labor Re- 
lations (Wagner) act was created. 

This act was the result of the 
. cumulative experience of many 
years with various methods of 
government dealing with labor re- 
lations, which extended as far 
back as 1888 when the congress 
provided for the investigation of 
railroad labor disputes threaten- 
ing to interrupt interstate com- 
merce. 

In more recent years, since 
March 4, 1933, there had been the 
experience of the National Labor 
Board, the first National. Labor 
Relations Board, and the separate 
labor boards for different indus- 
tries. | 
This new statute provides for 
a new National Labor Relations 
Board of three members to admin- 
ister the act. It again asserts the 
rights of employes to bargain col- 
lectively through representatives 
of their own choosing.

WASHINGTON, April. 18.—(>) 
Letters and telegrams praising 
and condemning the Roosevelt- 
pump-priming program have be- 
gun to trickle in to Washington.

Opposite Trend. 

For example, Senator Byrd, 
Democrat, Virginia, and Senator 
Austin, Republican, Vermont, op- 
ponents of the program, said their 
letters and telegrams were run-

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18 PRIVATE UTILITIES 
REOPEN TVA BATTLE 


Appeal From January Ruling 
of Three-Judge Federal 
Appeals Tribunal. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—(/) 
Hostilities broke out again today 
between private utilities and the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, 18 
private companies appealing to 
the supreme court to halt the New 
Deal experiment in regional plan- 
ning and public power develop- 
ment. 

The private companies, most of 
them subsidiaries of the Com- 
monwealth & Southern Corpora- 
tion and the Electric Bond & 
Share Company, asked the court 


to invalidate the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority act. 

Their petition said that statute 
threatened “irreparable injury if 
not destruction” to their busi- 
nesses. 


The companies appealed from al 


_decision of a three-judge federal 
court of appeals at Chattanooga. 
That tribunal ruled in January 
that they were not immune from 
the scompetition of TVA power 
“even if their business be cur- 
tailed or destroyed.” 

The appeal was filed during an 
indefinite recess in negotiations 
between David E. Lilienthal, TVA 
director, and Wendell Willkie, 
president of Commonwealth & 
Southern, for the sale of private 
power systems in the TVA area 
to TVA and municipal govern- 
ments, 

The record in the case was so 
large that court officials expressed 
doubt it could be printed in time 
to permit oral argument of the 
litigation May 2, as previously ex- 
pected. 

This raised doubts as to wheth- 
er the justices could decide the 
issues before adjourning for the 
summer. The court is expected to 
stop hearing arguments in cases 
generally about May 2, and de- 
vote the remainder of the time be- 
fore it adjourns—around June 1— 
to the preparation of opinions.

BOSTON, April 18.—(4)—The

Vardon Predicted Possibility of 
American Winning British 
Amateur Title 


LONDON, England.—(By Mail.) —‘‘Golf in America” was 
one of the concluding chapters in a book on golf written by 
the late Harry Vardon shortly after winning the open champion- 


hand shop, continues to be a source of interest. Golf in America, 
as viewed by Vardon in 1900, offers an illustration of just how 
far the game has come along in a mere 38 years. 


The first paragraph is significant: 

‘“. .. 4 saw enough to convince me that America was com- 
ing on quickly, and that before long the old country would have 
reason to fear her.” 

The book was written in 1905, just about the time 

Walter J. Travis was winning the British amateur cup. 

Vardon had a high regard for the American and had pre- 

dicted the very grave possibility of his winning the 

championship. : 

Vardon, pessimistic in 1905 about amateur golf in England, 
voiced the same plaint then I have heard leading professionals 
in Atlanta and in other sections of America make with regard 
to.our own amateurs. Vardon wrote, in 1905: 


“The rising generation ‘do not take sufficient pains 
to make themselves masters of the game. They are too 
haphazard in learning haphazard play, possessed of such 
a thoroughly bad style that it is the most difficult task 
in the world for a professional to set them right.” 

Vardon remained in America from March until the end of 
the year in 1900, with one brief exception. He went back on 
a “flying trip” to play in the British open, finishing second. 

Of his tour in America he wrote: 

‘‘American golf was just budding when I made my 
tour in 1900... . I had to cover thousands of miles to 
play the matches in America and of these I only lost 
two playing against a single opponent, and each time 
it was Bernard Nicholls who beat me, first at Ormonde 
and then at Brae Burn. There was not a blade of grass 
on the course on which Nicholls won his first match 
from me.”’ | 
The two courses mentioned are now, of course, magnificent 

courses. He recalled another match, with Willie Dunn at Scars- 
dale. The course was a nine-hole one and Vardon had a 41 
and a 37 in his two rounds. There was a stiff wind blowing and 
it was snowing. Greens were in a state of puddle and were of 
clay, not turf.

“CAP” ANSON SURRENDERS. 


One of the interesting sections of his American tour is a 
recollection of “Cap’’ Anson, the famous baseball player and 
manager of ‘“‘Anson’s Colts.” Vardon reproduces a clipping as 
follows: 

“Cap Anderson surrendered to golf today. The ca- 
pitulation of the veteran of America’s national game, 
took place on the the links at Wheaton during the race 
between Harry Vardon and J. H. Taylor. ‘Cap’ says 
the game is a ‘go.’ He has stood out against it and ridi- 
culed it ever since it began to get people. Anson knows 
Charles S. Cox, Vardon’s manager, and accepted an in- 
vitation yesterday to look at the game. He balked at 
the proposition of walking four miles around the course, 
but lined up to see Vardon drive. The ball went higher 
than any ‘fly’ ‘Cap’ ever saw in his life. It sailed 220 N. YK 
yards and Anson started the applause, saying, ‘Good Rol 
boy. She’s a homer.’ Then he led the gallery to the first 
green. He was puffing when he pulled up at the 18th, 
but he said, ‘I’d like to get a crack at that golf ball. You 
can put me down for a trial the first chance I get.’ ” 
Vardon believed he left a fraction of his game in the United

CHICAGO, April 18.—(4)—The 
Chicago Cubs paid $185,000 in 
cash, second largest amount ever 
paid for a baseball star, for Je- 
rome Herman (Dizzy) Dean. 


This was in addition to three 
players turned over to the St. 
Louis Cardinals, making the deal 
worth $270,000. The players were 
Pitchers Curt Davis and Clyde 
Shoun and George (Tuck) Stain- 
back, an outfielder. Sam Breadon, 
president of the Cardinals, regards 
the players obtained as being 
worth $85,000. 

The amount of cash paid for 
Dean “was disclosed reluctantly by 
Philip K. Wrigley, owner of the 
Cubs, over the long distance tele- 
phone from his winter home in 
Avalon, Santa Catalina Island, to- 
day. Wrigley, breaking a prece- 
dent, revealed the amount since, 
he said, there appeared to be an 
insistent demand. He _ declared 
that he had always been reluctant 
about injecting the “dollar sign” 
into baseball, believing that the 
fans were not so much interested 
in what the players cost, but what 
they delivered on the ball field.

QUININE AGAINST THE CRE 

Recent inadvertent admissions 
of the New York State Medical 
Society and: the American Medi- 
cal Association (quoted. here re- 
cently) make me feel much more 
optimisti¢ about getting cri into 


ithe next edition of Webster. The 


more or less official spokesmen 
for both organizations blurted 
out, at last, that “a cold is never 
really just a cold,” and that’s 
what I’ve been shouting about for 
years. Since it is nothing of the 
sort, why call it “cold?” I say 
call it cri (kree) until you or your 
doctor can find out what it is. 
When you call it “cri” you frank- 
ly acknowledge you don’t know 
yet just what it is, but you as- 
sume it is one or another of the 
common respiratory infections 
(cri) and so you give every one 
fair warning .to beware of your 
conversational spray. 

Whatever it proves to be, there 
is one remedy which, more than 
any other, has enjoyed approval 
by physicians throughout the 
world for generations, and that is 
quinine. 

Quinine is both a prophylactic 
and a remedy, and it seems to 
have special efficacy against the 
well-known pneumococcus, the 
germ chiefly responsible for pneu- 
monia but often the main factor 
of tonsillitis, quinsy, acute sinu- 
sitis, acute bronchitis, acute 
laryngitis, even acute coryza or 
rhinitis. 

As a prophylactic or protective 
against the cri (which, of course, 
includes all of the specific ail- 
ments just mentioned, as well as 
measles, scarlet fever, meningitis, 
infantile »xaralysis, whooping 
cough, diphtheria, influenza, per- 
haps chicken pox and smallpox) 
—you never know in the early 
stage which of these various in- 


|fections your alleged “cold” may 


be—the most generally accepted 
plan is to take one grain of qui- 
nine three times daily throughout 
the season. 

As a remedy for the attack, the 
dose is three or four grains of 
quinine every four hours, for 
adults; half the amount, or less, 
for young children. 

Formerly I thought it advisable 
to combine yuinine with salicylate 
and caffeine, in tablet or capsule, 
for use as a remedy for the at- 
tack of cri, but after all the salicy- 
late’ is added only for the relief of 
intense aches and it is not desir- 
able to repeat the dose of salicy- 
late (or salicylic acid ester, aspir- 
in, etc.) if the ache or pain does 
not persist. So I know plump 
for straight quinine, as here de- 
scribed. Plain pills or tablets of 
quinine sulphate, or if the more 
soluble (and expensive) guinine 
bisulphate is preferred it is just 
as good, or if quinine in powder 
form is put into capsules it is just 
as good.

NEW YORK, April 18.—It is 
hardly to be wondered at that 
speculative Wall Street should be 
confused. It is difficult enough to 
forecast the results of the admin- 
istration recory program. No one 
feels sure, for instance,:that the 
increased bank deposits: will be 
put to work and no one cares to 
predict how long the strength in 
government bonds will continue in 
the face of the long-range infla- 
tionary implications in the whole 
monetary set-up. 

Over the week end, however, a 
new uncertainty was added. Op- 
position to such parts of the plan 
as require the consent of congress 
developed and then the question 
arose as to what would happen in 
the event, improbable perhaps, 
but still possible,-of failure of the 
enabling legislation. The opposi- 
tion has no-+constructive plan of 
its own to offer except to exhort 
the President to let up on business, 
and to overcome this recession— 
requires a team-work which does 
not seem to be in sight. 


Safest Assumption. 


The safest assumption is that 
the spending proposals will be in- 
dorsed in the main and be carried 
into effect even though they may 
be modified in detafl. Monday’s 
stock market did not carry through 
the buoyant advance of Saturday, 
but that might have been the nor- 
mal reaction after so sharp a rise. 
The Dow-Jones industrial aver- 
ages at the close last week were 
up 22 points from the low of 
March 31, which is considerable of 
a rally. They would have to go 
11 or 12 points more to equal the 
February high and 13 or 14 points 
to come up to the January top. 
Meanwhile, the railroad shares 
have lagged behind. 

There was little in the business 
news to encourage speculation for 
the rise in stocks. The best show- 
ing was again made by the con- 
struction industry. Aiccording to 
the F. W. Dodge Corporation re- 
ports, construction contracts in 37 
eastern states were up 91 per cent 
in March as compared with Feb- 
ruary, a much larger than seasonal 
increase, and the March total this 
year of $226,918,000 compared with 
$231,246,000 for March a year ago. 
Residential building in March this 
year gained 98 per cent over Feb- 
ruary and was only 12 per cent 
below March of last year. Inci- 
dentally, it is interesting to note 
that, among the seven stocks that 
made new highs for 1938 on Satur- 
day, three were connected in one 
way or another with construction. 


Gain in Air Traffic. 

Another cheerful item was the 
gain in air traffic in March. This 
amounted to 30 per cent over Feb- 
ruary and 15 per cent over March 
in 1937, with the showing all the 
more significant because of the 
falling off in the passenger busi- 
ness of. the railroads. 


On the other hand, the estimated 
rate of steel operations for the 
week revealed another fractional 
decline. Steel scrap was weak at 
$12.50 a ton at Pittsburgh. A year 
ago, the quotation was $23.25 a 
ton. The best demand for steel was 
said to be coming from interests 
connected with agriculture. Nei- 
ther the railroads nor the motor 
manufacturers are in the market 
to any important extent and a 
general revival in the trade is not 
now predicted until the turn of the 
half-year. 

If our markets were not so ab- 
sorbed in the news from Washing- 
ton, they might take into account 
constructive developments abroad. 
At this writing, the political out- 
look in Europe is better than in 
months past.

Court assistance to halt State 
‘Revenue Commissioner T. Grady 
Head and Claude L. Miller, tax 
collector, from interfering with 
mail order cigaret business of the 
Cigarette Sales Company, of Mur- 
phy, N. C., was sought in Fulton 
superior court yesterday when J. 
H. Wilson filed an injunction plea 
and suit for $25,000 damages 
against Head and Miller.

Georgia’s governor also called 
upon business to do its part in the 
program, saying that economic re- 
vival was to be seen -on every 
hand until “certain interests” be- 
gan to fight Roosevelt.
